
Carrying Concealed Deadly Weapon (CCDW)
Annual Statistical Report

As required under Kentucky Revised Statute 237.110(18) you will see below a statistical 
report indicating the number of licenses issued, revoked, suspended, and denied since the 
previous report.  The reporting period for this status report is January 1, 2011 through 
December 31, 2011.
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The statistics that are shown in the denial category include applications that are denied due 
to background checks, age, missing training certificate, other missing data, residency, or 
other reasons.  The suspended category includes applications suspended due to Domestic 
Violence Orders issued and duplicate Social Security Numbers.  The revoked category 
includes statistics pertaining to background checks, Lost/Stolen permits, non-residency, or 
other conditions.

In addition to the status information, the report shall also include the number of arrests, 
convictions, and types of crimes committed since the previous report of individuals licensed 
to carry concealed weapons.  The information was compiled with the help of the 
Administrative Office of the Courts.

The listing of offenses indicates the offense and conviction status of each charge levied 
against an individual that is currently licensed to carry a concealed deadly weapon from 
January 1, 2011 through December 31, 2011.  Multiple charges could be placed against a 
single individual.  The charge column can be blank while the conviction and pending 
column indicates activity.  For example, this will occur when the original charge of 
Burglary is amended to a Criminal Trespass charge that result in conviction.
